AMONG THE NATIONS BETRAYED 


MORE OF GERMANY’S TREACHERY BEING EXPOSED 


German Boat, Disguised as Austrian Submarine, and Carrying on 
Board British, French and Greek Flags, Laid Mines in Harbor 


Six Months Before 


Hardly a day passes but there is 
exposed some treachery practised by 
Germany upon unsuspecting nations 
during the war,. Among the nations 
so deceived and _ betrayed Italy 
étands conspicuous, 

Italy was once Germany’s ally. Bis- 
marck, taking advantage of a tem- 
porary mi€understanding between 
France and Italy, estranged the two 
sisters, and brought Italy into the 
German camp. 

For years before the war the kaiser 
came regularly each spring to Ven- 
ice with a large suite, when he met, 
at the home of his lady friends, 
Italian. naval. and military authori- 
tics. Ostensibly his visits were the 
outcome of admiration and love of 
Italy, but in reality, as Italy has 
since learned to her cost, they were 
made for spying purposes. And all 
this when Italy was a member of the 
Triple Alliance! 

And now the blue Adriatic re- 
veals aonther instance of German 
treachery. It could not rest till its 
waters had cast up this German 
“mire and dirt.” ~ 

At midnight on May 23, 1915, Italy 
declared war on Austria. On June 
27 a submarine, measuring 120 - feet 
long and some 14 feet wide, with a 
displacement of 300 tons, was launch- 
ed at Pola, going at once to Brioni, 
a mountainous island off the Istrian 
coast, famous as having supplied the 


Venetians with most of the stones 
of which their city is built. She 
flew the Austrian flag, and was 


numbered U. B. 24. She had a crew 
of fourteen men. She was built not 
to sink ships by torpedoing them, 
but to do so by placing mines’ in 
their routes, 

Time after time she laid her mines, 
but the vigilant Italian mine-sweep- 
ers gathered them up. But at last 
one of the mines took effect. As 
the submarine was completing her 
nefarious work outside a much fre- 
quentéd harbor, she herself struck 
one of her own mines. <A loud ex- 
plosion followed, the vessel was seen 
to break and bend at the centre, and 
quickly she disappeared from view. 

Nearly a year passed, and_ then 
the sca gave up U. B. 24. and the 
dead that were in it, and at the 
same time disclosed a tale of Ger- 
man treachery. Italy and Germany 
were not at war during the opera- 
tions of this boat, nor for nearly six 
months later. The submarine met 
her end in the last days of March, 
1916; Italy did not declare war on 
Germany till August 27 of that year; 
rt this boat was not Austrian at all. 
t was German. Its true designation 
was not U. B. 24, but L.U.C. 12. Its 
officers and crew were all German; 

Its log states that it was built at 
Bremen in 1915 in the shipyard of 
one called Woser. Its first opera- 
tions were against England in the 
North Sea. hen, a few weeks after 
Italy had declared. war on Austria, 
she put into Kiel. é 

There she was taken to pieces, put 


»-on_cars, and shipped to Pola, where 


she was reconstructed, and entered 
on her piratical career, disguised as 
an Aystrian submarine. Apparently 
she was also prepared to put on 
other disguises as occasion might re- 
quire, for she carried a British, a 
French and a Greek flag on board, 
But the end of the vessel is not 


yet. Fished up by the-Italians to 
the light of day she is turning a 
new leaf, and is about to enter on 


an honest and upright life. She is 
being cleaned, repaired, and refitted, 
and like a companion enemy sub- 
marine raised many months ago 
from the bottom of the Adriatic oft 
Venice will soon take her place in 
the Italian navy to fight honestly in| 
defence of the vessels she sought| 
formerly under false colors to de- 
stroy.

He still believes that 
the U-boat will prove the decisive 
factor of the war, and ignores’ the 
proof of the submarines’ failure pro- 
vided by the presence of America’s 
army in the field. He still threatens 
to starve us out; although it is he 
who knows best the meaning of star- 
vation, He still thinks that sinking 
hospital ships and drowning women 
is a short cut to victory, No words 
will convince the German of the er- 
ror of his ways. It is idle to try to 
reason with him, in. the ordinary 
manner—the only thing to do is to 
beat reason into him, -

Hindenburg Quits 
After Row With Kaiser 


Has Been Chief of Staff of German 
Army ior Two Years 


Field Marshal yon Hindenburg has 
resigned as chief of the German gen- 
eral staff, after a heated interview 
with the emperor, in which the field 
marshal declared that a retreat on a 
large scale was impossible to avoid, 


according to a Central News des- 
patch from Amsterdam. 
The correspondent based his des- 


patch on reports from the frontier. 

Field Marshal von Hindenburg has 
been chief of staff of the German 
army since Aug. 30, 1916. In the last 
six months there have been various 
reports of a sensational character 
centering about the field marshal. A 
Zurich despatch on. Sept. 22 reported 
that serious differences had arisen 
between south German politicians 
and Prussian military leaders, Ger- 
man deserters were quoted as saying 
that a Bavarian soldier had tried to 
shoot the field marshal, but that von 
Hindenburg was not wounded. In 
commenting upon the American and 
French replies to Austria’s peace pro- 
posal late in September, the 
marshal told the German people to 
“be hard.” * The field marshal cele- 
brated his 72nd birthday on Oct, 2. 


Germany Has Tin Scarcity 

Germany is suffering from a seri- 
ous shortage of tin owing to the war 
and as yet has found no satisfactory 
substitute. A Hamburg report re- 
cently said the Upper Silesian tin 
plate industry is working under ex- 
ceptional pressure, being engaged al- 
most exclusively on army orders. 
The report further said a plant had 
been built for remanufacturing old 
and scrap tin plate, and that Goper 
Silesian tin ore mines, — 
formerly regarded as being too poor 
to work, are now being worked as 
far as yoeaive. :

Instrument of Modern Warfare First} jorey that the cfects are

There are morc, ways of beating

Of these. wuitwarlike devices upon 
which the allies have = improved, 
mustard gas “stands out as a con- 
spicttous example. A special cable 


despatch to the Toronto. Globe a’ few 
days ago told of its use by General 
Pershing’s troops in the region of 
Chateau Thierry. Mustard gas, which 
a writer in the New York Times calls 
tlic deadliest instrument of warfare 
yet devised, is not a gas, but an am- 
ber fluid of a faint, sweetish, not un- 
pleasant odor. It kills by, inhalation, 
and maims or blinds by contact. In 
a single recent attack it was testimat- 
ed that the Germans used 7,000 tons 
of it. ‘ 

The United States. is -admittéedly 
behind in its gas program, but it 
may be said, for whatever aid and 
comfort it affords Berlin, that the 
kind of mustard gas being manufac- 
tured there is one-fourth more toxic 
than the kind being used by the Ger- 
mans. 

When an official British communi- 


que last April contained a line that 
Armentieres was “full of gas,” and 
that neither side could enter © there, 


iew realized the tragic import of the 
news. What it meant was that Ar- 
mentieres was full of mustard gas. 
The gutters ran with the reddish- 
brown liquid. Phosgene ~and other 
poisons evaporate. so readily that 
they do not make any spot untenable 
for more than a few hours, but 
“mustard” lingers from two to four 
days, depending on weather condi- 
tions, Several months earlier, at 
Cambrai, the . importance of _ the 
weapon had become manifest. Brit- 
ish infantry held Bourlon Wood. 
Again and again German troops were 
hurled against that redoubtable 
force. Ten times they attacked, and 
each time were driven. back. Then 
came the official announcement of 
the British retirement. But enemy 


_... infantry had won no decision. Mus- 


‘tard gas was the victor. 

It was about this time that the 
“Tommies” named the stuff, No 
mustard €nters into its composition, 
but.a drop of it on a soldier’s sleeve 
penetrates, and, .afte¥ the lapse of 
hours, blisters like mustard. It is a 
deep burn, and catises great swelling. 
But mustard gas is so innocent in 
appearance and so inoffensive to the 
nostrils that the soldiers were not on 
their guard against it, The chief suf- 
ferers were. the. artillerymen, who 
threw. aside their masks after work- 
ing for a time amid it, The masks 
were of little avail, anyhow, for the 
kind then in use did not last ten 
minutes in-an atmosphere drenched 
with the drug. 

The Germans are using two types 
oi gas shells, those which explode by 
percussidn and those which carry 
time fuses, says’ a writer in the New 
York Times. Occasionally they 
drench a territory with shells, some 
of which have long-time fuses and 
some short-time fuses, so as to 
“affect the greatest possible concen- 
tration of gas in a given sector. 

A qtestion arises as to how the 
Germans can advance through terri- 
tory they haye subjected to this gas. 
lf the territory is untenable for the 
allies it is untenable for the Ger- 
mans, too, That is why ‘some per- 
sons wonder that they’ can make 
such great gains with it. We are 
likely to think of the battlefront as 
being a solid line, like the maps we 
see daily, with another line of 
trenches back of that. If the western 
front were a@ level plain, like an IIli- 
nois prairie, that would be fairly true 
of it, and gas would not be so useful 
for the Germans; but the situation 
actually is that there are certain 
strongly held posts, such as Kemmel 
Hill or Messines Ridge, around which 
the fighting centres. It is against 
such positions that the Germans 
have been using gas. They do not use 
it indiseriminately, And once the al- 
lies are forced by gas out of a strong 
position they must fall back to oth- 
ers prepared in the rear. Maps are 
supplied to the German troops show- 
ing gassed areas, and in the advance 
they may avoid them until they are 
safe for occupancy. 

One reason the mustard gas is so 
dangerous is that it seems so inno- 
cent. The smell is faint, and it is 
iiot especially disagreeable. The vap- 
ors from the liquid can be inhaled 
without any immediate discomfort, 
The effect es been called “chemical 
pneumonia.” The symptoms are sim- 
ilar—high fever, stertorous breathing, 
and sometimes stupor. Autopsies 
have shown that the effect of the gas 
on the lung tissues has been such 
that they break down. like wet paper. 
The chief danger of mustard gas is

He is likely 
to pay no attention to it. It pene- 
trates to the flesh, but only causes a 
slight smarting. It is not until hours 
apparent. 
Then the flesh becomes puffy and 


li it gets into a soldier's 
eyes it blinds him, But experiments 
have ghown that itis not necessary 
to touch the eyes directly to cause 
blindness. The poison can be com- 
municated through the tissue. 


Boy Scouts Ever at Hand 


Most Useful War Work Is That of 
Coast Watching 


Nothing can dismay the Boy Scout. 
He comes up smiling, and asks for 
another ship after a torpedo attack, 
and introduces himself as ballast in- 
to our aircraft. 

“Every now and then,” an official 
at the Scouts’ headquarters, London, 
England, explained, “the boys drop 
in here with beaming faces to an- 
nounce that they haveebeen  torpe- 
doed, Then you won’t want to go 
to sea again?” we usually inquire, 
with mock solemnity. ‘Rather!’ they 
indignantly reply, or ‘Won't I just!’ 
Certainly the experience of being tor- 
pedoed or mined never acts as @ 
deterrent.” 

But the most tseful piece of war 
work performed by Boy Scouts is 
that of coast watching. Day and 
night, in fair weather and foul, they 
are patrolling the beach, watching 
all passing craft, salving wreckage 
and assisting any vessel in distress. 

Incidentally, it. was learned they 
are taken up into aircraft as “bal- 
last” (the boys are game enough for 
anything), and one, joining a life- 
Joat crew, that was short handed, 
was out all night on the stormy sea, 
and: playing a manly part in the 
work of rescue. 

The Sea Scouts, it was stated, have 
“distinguished themselves in nuimer- 


patch-riding, fire extinguishing, 
various confidential services.” 

Flax hocing is the latest work of 
national importance to be

Brazil Lends a Hand 


Sending Thousands of Tons of Meat 
to the Allies 


, Admiral Fracisco de Matteos, chief 
of the Brazilian naval mission in 
Eyope, the task of which is to sup- 
ervise the naval service of Brazil in 
European waters, in a statement giv- 
en to the press, calls attention to the 
fact that Brazilian warships are al- 
ready doing patrol duty by the side 
of the allies. Brazil had also 
many doctdrs and aviators.

Kill Off the Insect Pests 


a 


Instructions for Combating the Gar- 
den Variety 


Chewing insectsarg destroyed by 
spraying the plants upon which they 
feed with an arsenical poison. Paris 
green or arsenate of lead. Of these, 
arsenate ofdead is the best and more 
extensively usd, Arsenate may be ob- 
tained in a paste or powdered form. 
lf you use large quantities get the 


paste form, but where small quanti- 
ties are used the powdered form is 
best. The pasté hardens and deter- 
iorates while the powder keeps its 
strength. The ,powdered form may 
be dusted upon the plant, or, when a 
spray pump is available, made into 
paste and then diluted with water. A 
large tablespoonful is enough for a 
gallon of water, If it is strong 
enough it should leave a white film 
on the ‘leaf when dry. All chewing 
insects can be killed with poison. 

The cut worms which chew on the 
stems and roots of vegetables at the 
surface of the ground, are killed by 
scattering a bran mash poisoned with 
arsenate of lead on the ground 
around the plant. The cut worm will 
eat this poisoned. bran. 

Cabbage, cauliflower, etc., should 
not be sprayed with arsenate just 
before they are to be eaten, In such 
cases hellebore can be dusted upon 
the plant, or use a tablespoonful in 
a quart of water spraying. 

Sucking insects such as the aphis, 
plant lice, scale insects, mealy bugs, 
mites, red spiders, ete., are killed by 
spraying the insect and plant with 
kerosene cmulsion or some other

The province of Saskatchewan has 
considerable sup- 
plies of fodder in the north, and if 
this is carefully collected and | dis- 
tributed it may be able to take care 
of its own stock and spare something 
for Alberta, provided that-in turn, 
Saskatchewan is able to draw upon 
Manitoba. The minister of -agricul- 
ture at Ottawa has been appealed to 
and the live stock commissioner has 
come west to deal with the matter. 
The Dominion live stock deparement 
is fully aware that at all hazards and 
all expense the live stock in Western 
vent serious financial loss to thse 
breeders, but in order to keep up the 
supply of meat for the allies. 

There is pressing need of co-oper- 
ative action on the part of the pro- 
vincial government of Manitoba. 
Manitoba has large quantities of hay 
in the more northern portions of the 
province and east of the Red river. 
The hay crop is not as good as usual, 
but it is vastly superior to that in 
many other sections of the west. The 
Manitoba department of agriculture 
should at .once send out men to as- 
certain just what the available sup- 
plies of hay are.

The shortage of 
labor will be likely to hamper the 


saving of this hay, and for this rea- 
son there should be a concentrated 
effort to get together sufficient labor 
to save every possible ton that can 
be gathered near enough to railway 
transport to make it feasible to move 
it. The freight rate on hay from 
Manitoba to Southern Alberta would 
probably make it prohibitive, but if 
hay from Manitoba was available for 
the more nearby sections of Saskat- 
chewan, hay from that province 
could be moved into Alberta. In the 
matter of labor the number of men 
and teams, if necessary, could be 
transported from Southern Alberta 
where-they have neither hay nor crop 
to assist in the collecting of hay in 
Manitoba. 

No possible effort should be spar- 
ed to secure whatever hay there is, 
Even if none of it is moved out of 
the province of Manitoba there will 
be especially heavy demands for 
feed in the southern part of our own 
province and at Winnipeg and in this 
vicinity. No matter what effort is 
made to supply feed there will be a 
heavy liquidation of stocker cattle 
and the bulk of these will unques- 
tionably come on the Winnipeg mar- 
ket; and provision should be made 
for as many as possible to be fed 
close to the city of Winnipeg, while 
Manitoba live stock men, who have 
an abundance of feed, and there are 
some at least in that enviable posi- 
tidn, should be prepared to tarry as 
many more as they can get feed for; 
The situation is very serious, but 
there need be no disaster if the three 

rovincial gqvérgments, the Domin- 
ion live stock department, the  rail- 
ways, and the live stock associations 
co-operate. But too much emphasis 
cannot be laid upon the fact that 
there is not ene moment to be lost.

Germans Face 


Period Till Harvest Will Be One 
of Dire Distress for People ~ 


A. British admiralty despate 

The food situation in Gernt is 
becoming more critical. Rations of 
the most indispetisable articles of 
food are reduced or are no longer 
procurable, and people are again be- 
ginning to ask when there will be 
sufficient food to feed the population 
of the large towns during the three 
critical months ahead, 

As to the situation in the immie- 
diate future everything indicates that 
the period until the fruits of the new 
harvest become available is likely to 
be one of, grave abxicty, Only dire 
necessity could have compelled the 
government to reduce the flour ration 
from seven .> five and a half oances 
and, though the Germans expected 
great relief trom the Ukraine, they 
cannot hope to derive much assis- 
tance from that quarter. : 

In this connection The Cheninitz 
Volkstimme says: “Kindly spare 
us Ukraine promises. We have 
been fooled too often with empty 
words. Tell the people the plain 
truth.” ot 

The Berlin Vorwaetts declares 
thatthe physical and moral - powers 
of the population to endure ‘a 
tions have becn substantially dimin- 
ished through another r of war 
diet, and that any further reduction 
of the rations “must constitute “a7 
serious danger.” 

Meat is scarce, ang even now it is 
impossible to provide the large 
towns with their proper quota of 
meat. The whole cattle breedin 
industry of Germany is threatened, 
and with it the supplies of meat, 
milk and fat. In April there was a 
further reduction in the milk sup- 
ply in certain large towns, includ- 
ing Berlin. The ~ inhabitants of 
Breslau lately have received only 
one ounce a week of btitter and mar- 
garine together. In order to make up 
for the shortage of food still Amore 
substitutes have been manufact ' 

One German newspaper re ty 
published an advertisement of a 
special drug “for stilling hunger and 
enabling people to hold out till the 
next meal.” -In_regard to the effect 
that the shortage of food is haying 
on the health of the nation the great 
decrease in the German birth rate 
is a matter of interest. A report 
compiled _py the local government 
board“of infant welfare in Germany 
showed that in 1916 40 per cent. few- 
er babies were born than in 1917, and 
from “1915 to 1917 the total decrease 
was equivalent to tefi million. 


The Unspeakable Hun 


Official Report. on Germans’ In. 
human Treatment of War 
Prisoners’ 4 


An official British report on the 
treatment of prisoners of war was 
published recently. It says that on 
April 11, the report-of Sir Robert 
Younger’s committee revealed a few 
of the most recent examples of Ger- 
man, inhumanity and broken faith. 
Referring particularly to breaches of 
agreement, that prisoners. should not ' 
be employed within 30 kilos of the’ 
firing ‘line, the report says that since 
the issue of Sir Robert’s report, 
there has accumulated a long list of 
atrocious violations of this agree- 
ment. In the face of this atrocious 
treatment by. Germany of British 
prisoners that fall into their hands, 
the Germans themselves have had 
the effrontery to accuse the British 
of immunity in. the ‘treatment of 
German prisoners, In Februar st, 
a semi-official statement appea in 
the German press, that n. 
prisoners taken from Englan to 
France in November, 1917, to be in- 
terned in Switzerland were trans- 
ported on a cattle steamer undér in- 
human conditions. The real facts of 
the case are that German prisoners 
had precisely the same accommoda- 
tions provided for British officers 
and men who have frequently travel- 
led in the ship in question, A por- 
tion of the ship is fitted for the 
transport of horse, but no prisoners 
were put on this deck. :
